Forms Off Coast & 
Alerts State Early 


Mark up May 17, 1951, as an un- 
usually early date for a hurricane 
to form off the coast of Florida. 
That’s what happened last Thurs- 
day morning. The one o'clock news 
in the afternoon said that it was 
an “ocean storm” with waves roll- 
ing 12 to 15 feet high and was: 
whooping it up 80, miles east of 
Vero Beach. à . 

At 2:30 p. m. news from the Mi- 
ami weather bureau gave more de- 
tails of the storm and it’ was of- 
ficially labeled as a hurricane. 
Every two hours for the remainder 
of the day folks along the east 
coast of Florida remained close to 
their radios for news. P 

At 4:30 the news reported that 
the blow had stalled momentarily 
80 miles east of Jupiter (20 miles 
north of Palm Beach) and from 
indications it would head south- 
southeast when it started to roll 
again. This time the weather bu- 
reau hit it right on the nose and 
when it started to roll hours later 
it headed for the Bahamas. It bat- 
tered Island Acua and blew ‘it- 
self out in the Atlantic.

MIAMI—The need for economi: 
stabilization will be more and more 
apparent in the next few months 
a> more of our productivity is 
channelled into defense materials 
end civilian supplics become scarc- 
er, Sam F. Davis, district director 
of the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion in Miami point out. 

He based his observation on the 
recent statement before the, House 
Banking and Currency Committce 
by Michael V. DiSalle, director of 
the Office of Price Stabilization in 
Washington.

Under the present agricultural 
bond and license law, every dealer 
in agricultural products must 00- 
tain license from the Commission- 
er of Agriculture and file a surety 
bond for the protection of the 
grower from whom he makes pur- 
chases.-Transactions in citru$ fruit 
and dairy products are not covered 
by the bond and license act. Viola- 
tion of the act constitutes. a mis-

Roadside Parks Can 
Become Havens Of 
Safety For Motorists 


Florida's growing number of 
roadside parks could become 
havens of safety for the tired 
motorist if a suggestion offered 
today by the Florida State. Board 
of Health is followed. 

A short nap in one of these con- 
{venient “pull-of-the-road” . spots 
might serve to cut down on the 
State's growing number of auto- 
| mobile accident fatalities, says Dr. 
Wilson T. Sowder, State Health 
Officer. 

The State Board.of Health is 
concerned with the. problems of 
auto accidents for two reasons, it | 
Was explained. First, the health 
agency is required to accumulate 
Gata on such fatalities as part of 
its task in operating the Bureau 
jof Vital Statistics. Second, many 
such deaths are “preventable.” 

“Running off the roadw4y” is 
the third leading cause of fatal 
auto accidents, topped only by 
mishaps involving two or more 
motor vehicles, and pedestrain 
deaths. 

“Perhaps it may never be pos- 
sible to know the whole } truth 
about this matter,” an autó acci- 
dent report being prepared by the 
State Board of Health notes, “as 
the persons involved are usually 
dead or seriously injured at the 
time of the accident. 

“It is a fair assuraption, how- 
ever, that fatigue, falling asleep 
and the drinking of intoxicants are 
responsible in no small measure 
for such accidents. For this rea- 
son, more emphasis should be plac- 
ed upon rest facilities in the form 
of frequent roadside parks. More- 
over, their purpose as rest havens 
should be stressed over their use 
as picnic places.”
